Improve- 
ments, and Col. Phelpe offered to allow me 
to live in his luxurious reoms. I told h'm I 
couldn't pay for them. He said they would 
cost me nothing. Whereupon I declined 
them and left them without delay. Since 
that time the lobby which Col. Phelps rep- 
resents has been my bitter enemy. 

“I have a friend who is an attorney for 
the Missour!l Pacific railroad. Notwith- 
etanding this, is for me for Speaker. 
He was summoned here by telegraph and 
asked by Col. Philips and the rest. how 1 
could be beaten. He told them I couldn't 
be beaten. They then asked whether I 
couldn't be beaten by bringing out Ward.

Gomez Declares He Will Not Come to 
Havana Unless Permitted to 
March at the Head of 
His Army. 


HAVANA, Dec. 30.—The Cuban Patriotic 
Committee consisting of 150 leading Cu- 
bans, lawyers, doctors and business men, 
at a meeting which lasted until 4 o'clock 
this morning, decided to yield without res- 
ervation to the wishes of Gen. Brooke and 
Gen. Ludlow in the matter of postpohing 
the s'x days celebrations and has approved 
a manifesto to the Cuban population of 
Havana, on the lines of Gen. Ludlow’'s re- 
ply on the subject of the proposed celebra- 
tions, quoting some portions of it and para- 
phrasing others. 

The Cuban citizens in Havana and the 
Cuban soldiers outside the city are  in- 
tensely excited but the patriotic committee 
and the military chiefs of the Cubans think 
they can quiet this feeling and prevent 
violent incidents. 

The following is the text of Gen. Lud- 
low’s reply to the Cuban deputation whica 
visited him yesterday and orn him 
with a written programme of the six days 
festivities: 

Gentlemen—I have given careful consid- 
eration to the matter of the proposed cele- 
bration of Cuban citizens of Havana during 
next week, on the exchange of national 
flags that will take place on Jan. l, as 
promised you.

VIENNA. Dee. 30.—Dr. Schenck, the 
eminent gcientist, who has been credited 
with discovering the secret of 6ex, was in- 
terviewed by the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent to-day respecting the excess of male 
births over female births in the United 
States in the last two months, New York 
statist cs showing 107 boys to 10 girls. 


Dr. Schenck showed much interest in the |

“Rut. according to my theory, the en- 
thusiasm must have been strongest on the 
women’s side. as the effect in such cases is 
felt crosswise.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Dewey's esti- 
mate of the Filipinos, that they are a clever 
people, and that a statesman is needed at 
Manila to cope with Aguinaldo, is borne 
out by the fact that the insurgent chief has 
forced President McKinley’s hand. The 
administration’s policy cannot longer be 
kept in the dark. The United States must 
either force the Filipinos to abandon Lloilo 
or recognize their Government. 

So far the President has made 
nouncement, but orders have been sent 
to Gen, Otis, and the execution of these 
orders is in the hands of Gen. Miller. who 
is at Iloilo. The terms of the President's 
orders are not known here, but it is be- 
lieved that Gen. Miller was directed to have 
no parleying, but to take the city at once, 
So it seems that the policy of the American 


with respect to the Phil'ppines for which 
all the world has been waiting, will first 
be disclosed to the commander of the in- 
surgents at Lioilo., 

The War Department !s expecting definite 
word from Gen. Otis torday. The officials 
about the War Department do not appear 
to be apprehensive over the results and 
there is no evidence of tension or alarm, 
although it is recognized that the situation 
at Iloilo is one which may bring about a 
sharp and possibly a decisive issue between 
the insurgents and the United States forces.

The ground upon which Aguinaldo stands 
is clearly’ set out by Agoncillo. his rep- 
resentative here, who says. 

“What we ask is independence. What 
we have fought for and gained is indepen- 
dence by right. The American Government 
has not yet announced its policy, and un- 
til that is done we cannot definitely outline 
our action, except that in the meantime it 
will be for independence, 

“What we may seek to do should the 
American Government decide to extend its 
authority over us is an entirely different 
matter, and does not enter into the ques- 
tion as it ie now presented. It would be 
unwise for me to speak upon that now. 

‘‘Neither Spain nor the United States hae 
a right to take any action affecting the 
Beets oor and their government, as Spain 
long before the signing of the proctocol 
had lost all authority in the {slands. The 
—— of the Spanish forces found by 
Jewey was only an evidence that a treaty 
of peace had not been signed between 
Spain and the Filipinos and not an evi- 
a that actual Spanish authority ex- 
sted, 

“Concerning the Spanish. prisoners. now 
held by the Filipinos you can say that the 
Government will not surrender them until 
a treaty of peace is entered into between 
Spain and the Philippines. They are now 
held as priaoners of war, and, so far as the 
republican Government is concerned, the 
treaty of peace between the United States 
and Spain does not affect them. Spain 
has been at war with the Philippine Isl- 
ands as well as with the United States 
of America. These two have acted to- 
gether, and the Fil pinos have been the 
allies of the Americans.” 

The anti-exnansionists are arranging a 
programme. They will not attempt to pre- 
vent the ratification of the peace treaty, 
but will organize for the purpose of bring- 
ing pressure to hear upon Congress to de- 
feat what they expect will be the colonial 
policy of the Administration. They dis- 
avow any intention or desire to turn the 
Filipinos back to Spain. but wll advocate 
their separation from the United States un- 
der independent republican forms of gov- 
ernment as soon ase possible. imposing as 
a pubile debt upon the Philippine Island 
the $20,000.000 which ts provided as indem- 
nitv in the peace treaty. They propose to 
follow the same plan toward Cuba and 
Porto Rico unless the inhabitants of the 
latter istand shal! voluntarily and with 
unanimity apply for annexation. Aa com- 
pensation for our good offices in relieving 
them from the voke of Spain the people 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and 
will he asked to cede to us 
suffficfent land fer coaling and repair sta- 
tions for the Lavy and enter into commer- 
clal awreements which willl give the United 
States A monopoly or at lenet nm great ad- 
vantage in their trade. This, generally 
ereaking, wil! be their platform. and they 
will appeal particularly to the laboring ele- 
ment.

PARIS, Dec. 80.—The report is persist- 
ent, though on no Known authority, that 
Capt. Dreyfus has been removed from his 
prison on Devil's Island, taken to Cayenne 
and put on board ship. The ship is said to 
have sailed Dec. 4 last, No detatis regard- 
ing the departure pf the prisoner or ae to 
his ultimate de stination can be ascertained, 
It is believed that he will be taken to Paris 
to await the orders of the Court of Cas- 
sation. 

If Dreyfus sailed 
France on Dec. 4 he 
have reached Parise. Convict ships make 
slow progress, but the average voyage from 
French Guiana .to France~-rarely§ takes 
longer than three weeks. 

If Dreyfus was taken 
journey would probably be surrounded by 
the greatest secrecy, owing to the hostile 
attitude of the anti-revietonists, who have 
openly threatened him with violence if he 
returned to France. 

Some. however, believe that Dreyfus has 
already reached Paris. 

There is a mysterious and unknown pris- 
oner at the Fortress of Monte Valerin, and 
although the military authorities are most 
reticent as tc his identity, the belief grows 
strong that this captive is no other than the 
celebrated prisoner of Devil's Island.

Thompson will resign on Jan. 1 as tie in- 
spector for the Mexican Central Ra:lwaey to 
accept the position of cashier in the Mexi- 
fon and London Bank of the City of Mex- 
co 

The First National Bank of Sedalia 
closed its doors in May, 1894. having been 
wrecked through the speculations of Cyrus 
Newkirk, president of the institution, and 
James C. Thompson, ite cashier. The bank 
was capitalized for 100,000, which, with the 
deposits, made the loss to stockholders and 
dep sitors reach $250,

Washington. He got no farther east than 
St. Louis. From there he went direct to 
the City of Mexico, where he has since re- 
mained. 

Newkirk and Thompson were indicted by 
the Pettis County grand jury, being 
charged with embezzlement. Thom; son 

was arrested In the City of Mexico, but 
the efforts to extradite him failed and no 
efforts have since been made to bring him 
a Missouri. 

Newkirk was arrested and gave bonds, 
but went to California, where he has since 
resided. The criminal charges against him 
were continued from court to court until 
the December term of the Criminal Court 
of this year, when the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney caused the case against Newkirk to be 
dismissed. 

Thompson, after going to the City of 
Mexico, became tie inspector for the Mexi- 
can Central Ra'‘Iway. He at once became 
a leader in religious circles and was quite 
active in the work of the Young’ Men’s 
Christian Association. 

The bank’s losses were caused by un- 
fortunate land speculations in California 
and elsewhere. The assets left by the fu- 
gitive cashier were of no great value on 
account of the deprec'‘ation of fruit lands 
in California. The d*positors have received 
one 10 per cent dividend. They may. pos- 
sibly receive another of a similar amount.

MEN AND AMBASSADOR 
AT WASHINGTON. 


SOLDIER AS WELL AS DIPLOMAT 


For Over Forty Years He Had Been in 
Public Life and Had the Confi- 
dence of the Mexican People. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Senor Don Ma- 
tias Romero, the Mexican Ambassador to 
the United States, died at the Embassy 
at 4:10 o'clock this morning. On 
Wednesday last an operation for appendi- 
citis was performed upon the Ambassador 
and although the operation was entirely 
successful, the resulting ehock proved 
greater than he could bear. Up to 1:30 
o'clock this morning, however, it was 
thought that he was in a fair way to re- 
covery, but at that time a high fever set 
in and he sank rapidly until his death. 
About his bedside were his sister, Mrs. 
Garcia, and his aunt, the secretaries and 
other attaches of the Embassy, his physi- 
cians and ex-Secretary and Mrs. John W. 
Foster. The death of Mrs. Romero, which 
occurred some months ago, Was a great 
shock to the AmDassador and on h’s return 
from Mexico, where he had taken her 
remains for interment, his friends re- 
marked that he was greatly broken and 
showed unmistakable signs of failing 
health. While in Mexico at that time, Mr. 
Romero was stricken with fever and al- 
though he was soon able to return to the 
United States he never fully regained his 
he alth. 

The remains will be taken to Mexico for 
Interment. 

Senor Romero probably was the best 
known member of the diplomatic corps in 
Washington and was for some time its 
dean. W hen Great Britain raised her mis- 
sion to an embassy the added rank placed 
Sir Jullan Pauncefote, the British ambassa- 
dor, at the head of the corps, though a 
junior in years of service to Senor Romero, 
who was raised only recently from the 
rank of minister to that of amba*sador, 
Mexico taking advantage of an act of Con- 
gress providing that the President should 
have power to raise our foreign ministers 
to the rank of ambassadors whenever a 
foreign government should raise the rank 
of its accredited repre:entative. Great Bri- 
tain, Italy, Germany, France and Russia 
set the example which Mexico fol.owed in 
order to horor the diplomat who had rep- 
resented her so ably at W ashingtee for 
more than 20 years in all and has served her 
faithfully and well in other capacities at 
ome. 

He was one of the most eminent states- 
men, writers and diplomats of Mexico. He 
was born in the City of Oaxaca, Feb. 4, 
1837. He received his first education in his 
native place, and finished it at the capital 
of the Republic, where he received his dip- 
loma as a lawyer. In 1855 he first entered 
the foreign office, although st.ll pursuing 
his legal stud:es. In 1857. when President 
Comonfort made his coup d'etat, fore ng 
President Juarez to leave the _ capital, 
Senor Romero accompanied him to Vera 
Cruz, where he continued in the service 
of the Department of Foreign Relations. 
In De ember, 1859, he came to Washington 
as Firet Secretary of the Mexican Lega- 
tion, and remained here in that capacity 
until August, 1860, when, In the absence of 
the Minister, he became charge d'affaires. 
He returned to Mexico in 1863. to take part 
in the war against the French, and was 
appointed Colonel by the President. Gen. 
Porfiro Diaz then appointed him as Chief 
of Staff. Soon after that President Juarez 
accred ted him as Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to Washing- 
ton. He remained at this post from Octo- 
ber.- 1863, unt'l January, 1868, having ren- 
cered most important services to his coun- 


ry. 
On his return to Mexico he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Treasury, but was 
obliged on account of ill health to give up 
that office in 1872. For three yeurs he re- 
mained in Soconusco, devoting himself. to 
agricultyral pursuits, and from 1877 to IS7& 
was again Secretary of the Treasury. In 
1880 he served as Postmaster General. Tn 
March,. 1882, he came back to Washinz- 
ton as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary. and has remained in that 
capacity ever since, with an interruption 
of only ten months, in 1892, when, for the 
third time, he was called to serve as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. As representative 
of his country in the United States. Senor 
Romero has. shown himself a most cef- 
ficient and.able diplomat. His efforts have 
been most successful in strengthening tne 
friendlv ties between the two nations, and 
with this object in View he has written a 
great deal, his productions always receiv- 
ing the highest encomiums from the press 
of the United States and other countr'es.

HIGH PRICES FOR CATTLE. 


Five Per Cent Advance Maintained for 
Montana’s Products. 


HELENA, Mont., Dec. 30.—The price of 
Montana cattle has averaged 5 per cent 
higher than during any season previously 
in the history of the State, according to 
the report of the State Live Stock Com- 
mission, just submitted to Governor Smith. 
The number shipped outside the State dur- 
ing the season of 1898 was 178.285, and 60,000 
were killed for home consumption, mak .ng 
the consumption of Montana cattle this 
year 233236. The average price received 

was $39 sd head, a material advance over 
last year’s average price. During the yeur 
the Montana inspectors recovered 16,058 
strays, worth $636,000, of which P4S.9) 
patd through the Montana Stock 
Growers’ Association. One of the special 
features of the business in the 1898 season 
was the sharp advance in stock cattle: 
while the advance in stock cattlé was 40 
per cent — 1897 there was only an ad- 
vance of 5 per cent in beef cattle. The big 
advance in stock cattle was due to the de- 
mand for feeders that developed early in 
the season. Owing to the high price of 
young stock fewer cattle were brought into 
the State during last season than ever bhe- 
fore. The Stock Commissioners say that 
only 15,000 cattle were ehipned into the 
State during the year, a falling off of 75 
per cent as compared with importations 
in 1897.

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EFFORTS TO PROCURE THE PAR- 
DON OF JACOB HENZE AND 
HENRY EAISERB. 


BELIEF IN THEIR INNOCENCE. 


Friends of Gov. Stephens Eave Pre- 
pared a Strong Petition, Which 
May Result in Clemency. 


Gov. Stephens has under consideration 4 
petition for the pardon of Jacob Heage and 
Henry Kaiser, who were convicted of ihe 
murder of Edwin F. Brown, @ wealthy 
stockman. 

The petition bears a large number of 
names. Every member of the Democratic 
State Central Committee is said to have 
signed it. Letters urging that it be granted 
have been sent to the Governor by Police 


Commissioners Tony Steuver and Harry 
Hawes and many other men in whom the 
Governor has confidence. 

The fight that has been made for Henze 
and Kaiser is remarkable in view of the 
facts in the case. They were young men 
of humble origin, with little if any money 
and no wealthy or influential relat.ves. 
The crime of which they were convicted 
was one of the most atrocious ever com- 
mitted in St. Louis. The victim was a 
man of wealth and prominence and his 
murder roused his associates to such a 
pitch of indignation that they offered a re- 
ward of several thousand dollars for the 
arrest and conviction of the murderers. 

It was on a night’~in March, 1893, that 

fdwin F, Brown was attacked while going 
home. He was on Franklin avenue, near 
Garrison, in front of what is now the Bap- 
tist Hospital. Three men stopped him. He 
resisted. They knocked him down and 
stamped him to death. Then they took Wis 
watch and his money and ran away. 

Stimulated by the large reward offered 
by business associates of Mr. Brown. the 
police bent every energy to the task of 
finding the assassins. They made many 
arreets and finally decided that Henze and 
Kaiser and a young fellow named McDon- 
nell were guilty. Henze and Kaiser were 
convicted and McDonnell was acquitted. He 
was afterwards sent to the penitentiary 
for another crime, and died of consumption. 

The evidence was circumstantial, except 
for the testimony of Annie Loghines, a 
negress. Annie Boghines was shown be- 
yond a shadow of doubt to have Hed. She 
swore she saw the murder and identified 
Henze and Kaiser as two of the murderers. 
It was found that at the time of the mur- 
der she was many blocks away. It wae 
also proved that she had a mania for per- 
juring herself in order to convict persons 
of crime. She had been convicted of it in 
Kansas City. She is now in the peniten- 
tlary serving a sentence for a similar crime 
in St. Louis. 

Three times were Henze and Kaiser in 
the shadow of the gallows. It was only 
12 hours before the time set for their exe- 
cution when their sentences were commuted 
to imprisonment for life. The petition for 
the commutation was signed by many of 
the men who contributed to the fund for 
the reward the police earned. It was gen- 
erally believed there was a grave doubt as 
to the guilt of the young men. There was 
evidence to show they were bad boys— 
neither was over 22 years old—and that 
they were near the scene of the murder 
about the time it was committed. Aside 
from the discredited evidence of Annie 
Boghines this was practically the case 
against them. ~It convinced the jury, how- 
ever, and Judge Henry L. Edmunds, who 
presided at the trial, expressed his belief 
of Henze and Kalser’s guilt, even after 
Annie Boghines’ evidence was disproved. 

That the police were not entirely satisfied 
of the guilt of the young man was ind'- 
cated bv the lookout thev kept—and are 
still keeping—for Brown's watch. If the 
watch could be found and traced back to 
Henze or Kalser the cfireumstantial case 
would be clear. Friends.of the young Men 
have always claimed to be as anxious to 
find the watch as the police, because, 
claim, it weuld establish the innocenck of 
Henze and Kaiser. 

A new point that Is being made in favor 
of the men its that Henze and Kaiser were 
not on termes of intimacy sufficient to jus- 
tify the belief that they would join forces 
for the purpose of murder or even robbery. 
“TIT knew the boys qu. te well,” said Alder- 
man Henry Henning. and I beiieve, they 
are innecent. Henze was a preity wild 
voung fellow, but Kaiser was not. They did 
run together, and they never would 
gone into a dian te rob a man.”

Because I had no friends to piead 
or me: no money to buy my Lberty. 

“l was a switchman for a number of 
vears. but tHe work enfeebled me and in 
894 | was forced to give up railroading. 
Since then I have been doing odd jobs. I 
have traveled the country from end to 
end. My parents died of the cholera in 1849, 
1 have four brothers Living in Michigan. 
They are in the hardware business, all mar- 
ried and prosperous, but I alWays was and 
am now too proud to ask their assistance. 
The last time I heard frum them was four 
years ago [ was about to go down to the 
Government work for a job when the ree 
got me. I shall Wever forget how theid act- 
ed. It was a cold night, and I had curled 
tp in some straw just above the Aresnal 
and was resting comfortably. 

“*You're our prisoner,’ one of them sald 
gruffly. At the same time both drew their 
re ‘volyv ers. 

‘Gentlemen. * I said, ‘please let me alone. 
I am sick.’ I spoke the truth. I had suf- 
fered with malaria for three months, and 
also had rheumatism. 

“One of the policemen cursed me, then 
they dragged me off to the station. They 
declared to the Judge I was an ‘old-timer.’ 
But the truth is I was never before ar- 
reated 

“At the Workhouse I tried to break rock, 
but coutdn’t. Then I weighed 149 pounds, 
while my weight now ts 735. I got so sick 
I had to be eent here. 

“A man who has a place south of Caron- 
delet, near the river, owes me $15 for tim- 
ber cutting. But I can't even get @ postage 
stamp to send him a letter.’ 

The tears rolled down old Breen’s cheek 
as he spoke. He has wasted away until 
he is a mere skeleton. The doctors say 
he has a complication of troubles and there 
is amell chance for his recovery.

JOHN D. M’CRILLIS SENT TO JAIL 
AT CARTHAGE BY THE EX- 
AMINING MAGISTRATE. 


UNUSUAL REMARKS IN COURT. 


Justice Aggrieved and Apologetic and 
the Defendant Approving of 
His Action. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., Det. 30.—‘It’s all right, 
Uncle Tommy,” said John D. McCrillis to- 
day when Justice Thomas Garland commit- 
ted nim to jail without recouree to ball. 

The Justice had risen when announcing 
his decision that meant the certain im- 
prisonment of his old friend, and in half- 
apologetic voice had said: 

“John, I have tried to do my duty in this 
matter.’’ 

The venerable Justice had just been ac- 
cused of grave error by McCrillis’ counsel. 
The two men have known each other for 
fears and there has been a strong bond 

tween them. McCrillis was prompt to 
show appreciation of the old Judge's devo- 
tion to his sense of duty and to, .n a man- 
ner, rebuke the action of his attorneys. 

The arguments in the preliminary hear- 
ing of McCrillis were completed at 6 
o'clock last night, and at 10 o'clock this 
ly Justice Garland rendered his de- 
cision, holding the defendant without bail. 

When the Judge took his seat this morn- 
ing Attorney Gray at once arose to declare 
that he had been imposed upon in allowing 
himself to be taken to the home of Mre. 
Gilfillan, widow of the dead man, to sign 
her testimony. 

“The attorneys for the prosecution were 
there,”’ said Gray, ‘“‘but neither I or John 
McCrilligs knew anything about it. But l 
do not blame you. They took advantage of 
your age and condition.”’ 

The eyes of the venerable justice filled 
with tears as he said: 

“ft had no intention of doing anything 
wrong. I only went there to save her from 
having to come downtown again. It was 
at my suggestion it was done and I take 
all the blame.”’ 

Rising from his seat, he turned to Mc- 
Crillis and said: 

“John, I have tried to do my duty in 
this matter,”’ to which MecCrillis replied, 
with a firm voice: 

“It is all right, Uncle Tommy. 
no complaint to Offer.” 

Attorney Gray announced that as soon 
as the evidence could be signed applica- 
tion would be made to Judge Perkins of 
the Circuit Court for bail. he defendant 
will not be. committed to jail till all the 
testimony is signed. 

The case cannot be gotten to Judge Per- 
kins probably. before Monday, and it is 

robable that John D: McCrillis will spend 

unday at least in jail.

He 
wept almost continuously and protested 
that he loved his wife better than his own 
life. He said he was ready to live with 
her if she would return to him.
